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OUR COVER 

Not every Fortean will recognize himself as the 
hub, spokes and motive power of the world, as 
pictured on our cover, but that is what the design 
is getting at, as I understand it. 

The individual is the all-important unit. Each is 
his own universe. Living is the chiefest of the arts, 
and the aim of the organizadon which has nailed 
this new Jolly Roger to ill masthead is to see that 
opportunity is not lacking anywhere on Earth for 
individuals to realize their fullest creadve potentials 
as universe builders and movers. 

The design is the symbol of the World Citizens 
movement, which claims a registration of about 
600,000, and more coming in all the time. It was 
given to me by MFS Car esse Crosby just before she 
took 08 for Delphi, Greece. 

As we go to press, no report of the ceremony in 
Delphi has reached us, but the intention was to dedi¬ 
cate a footprint, and to dedicate the soil on which the 
print was prosed, to the ideal of World Citizenship. 
That was supposed to have taken place May 24, old 
style, which was June 1, 23 FS. 

If the purity, nobility and inherent grandeur of 


this concept could have been impressed upon the 
British mind in time, doubtless the coronation would 
have been called off, as being too provincial, too 
anticlimactic, too greatly shrunken and dwarfed by 
contrast, for adults of good-will to stomach. 

It is no more than a petty irony that Garry Davis 
was pounding on the gates of Buckingham Palace 
from about May 8 to May 22. He was not trying to 
tell the Queen about Caresse and her footprint in 
Delphi. Garry lost interest in World Citizenship a 
long while ago, and the less said about him the 
better. 

The land surrounding the footprint was bought by 
MFS Crosby from the Greek Government, if I have 
my facts straight, and an article exists in the present 
Greek Constitution favorable to the "mundialization’* 
of Greek soil, within reason. 

It’s a pretty spot too, called the most beautiful in 
Greece, 1000 feet above sea level, overlooking the 
Gulf of Corinth, within sight of Parnassus, just 
around the corner from the famous oracle: a Minoan 
city is said to be buried under the footprint: and on 
this site MFS Crosby means to see erected a building 
or buildings to be called The World Treasury. 

In Caresse’s own words: *'. . . from this beginning 
the free world may take spiritual and actual form, 
and a chain of footprints be ceded ’round the globe, 
which will grow and expand until frontiers are 
crossed and barriers between peoples abolished. Here 
in Delphi this World Treasury will be consecrated 
to the belief that civilization can prosper only when 
man himself becomes the unit for unity, in a free 
world. 

“The National pattern is outmoded. National lead¬ 
ers have failed us. It is for man the world citizen to 
mould a future nearer to the heart’s desire. Men 
everywhere seek some higher unifying allegiance than 
any now offered them. Ahead all seems confusion, 
but—hand into hand, men and women of goodwill 
may everywhere join our effort. Where there is no 
vision the people perish. No ‘ism’ is good enough. 
What the world needs today is a world ideal. 

“This effort—to be pure and sure—must not be 
subsidized by one person or one group or one nation 
alone. It is my hope that the World Citizen, believ¬ 
ing in himself, will now come forward to make 
some offering, however small or great, so that this 
Treasury of mind and spirit may soon rise as an 
expression of civilized unity in a free world. All 
values are acceptable—an ounce of salt or an ounce 
of gold—your thoughts and reactions will be wel¬ 
come.’* 

Address: MFS Caresse Crosby, World Treasury, 
Delphi, Greece. 

Several universities in the USA have given to theii 
architecture classes the problem of designing the 
World Treasury, and if any Fortean architect (such 
as Frank Lloyd Wright, for instance) has any sug¬ 
gestions, send them along to YS. 

Pertinent to an appropriate design is the detail that 
Delphi was the headquarters of the Amphytonic 
League, some 2000 yean ago, the tint democratic 
council of historic times, tint to draw up a “docu¬ 
ment of Human Rights". Here Socrates declared 
himself, “a citizen of the world". 

Already, this summer, Carcoe is opening an an 
gallery in Delphi, and there will be represented all 
those artists — wild and tame—Glasgow, Condon, 
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Betty Parson, Steinberg, Dal Austin, Romare Bearden, 
Pietro Lazzari, Aspro, Nino Marini, Roberto Fossola, 
Dali, Jiacommetti, et al—who have been her triends 
and colleagues, her court and her confederates, in 
ever increasing numbers since the days of Le Moulin 
du. Soletl, not far from Paris. 

If you would read more about that Mill, and 
Caresse, and Crosby, the “4 Z’ARTS” balls, and the 
funny world we lived in through the 20s of the. 
“Christian** era, read THE PASSIONATE YEARS, 
an autobiography, by Caresse Crosby,, from the So : 
ciety, $5*oo. 

As every reviewer of the book has no deed, Caresse 
invented the bra, and founded the Black Sun Press, 
which brought important experimental literary work 
to internadonal nonce. 

More recendy, she has been twice around the 
world, speaking in five or six languages wherever a 
radio or a hall was available, to unite Women 
Against War, and she has made mighty progress. 

In 1950 she sponsored House Resoludon 7596, 
before the United States Congress, a bill which pro¬ 
posed to sell PEACE BONDS instead of “war" bonds, 
and to devote the funds to educadon, culture and 
other worthwhile phases of nadonal life. You can 
guess how far the bill got. 

But Caresse is going places in Delphi, and all over 
the world “mundializadon" has set in. She herself 
has mundialized villages in Italy, France and Greece, 
and other World Cidzens have done the same else¬ 
where. 

If you think the movement is not very significant, 
not very widespread, not very popular, let this quo¬ 
tation from the Economic Council Letter disabuse 
you. Douglas Reed, writing in Letter No. 312, June 
1, 1953 old style, (Copyright 1953, Nadonal Eco¬ 
nomic Council, Inc.) has this to say: “World Gov¬ 
ernment" is today’s phrase, as “Nadonal Socialism” 
and “Communism” were yesterday’s . . . (How do 
you like those for semantics?) . . . This will not 
appear a “crackpot” or “screwball” scheme to any 
who consider that it has in forty years grown from 
something very small to its present shape of advanced 
realization . . . The One Worlders, I estimate, need 
more vigilandy to be watched than even the Com¬ 
munists; and home defense in the West needs to be 
directed against them even more than against bombs.” 

Obviously Douglas Reed is worried!

MFS Setty, of Indianapolis, made a personal in¬ 
vestigation and sent us a- sample of the material.

“glass slag", and the Fairmount Glass works, which 
says it is not glass slag.

Custom is to put a heavy black border around a 
name, and to say, within the rectangle, that this one's 
mortality has been proved on such a date. 

You can’t do that with Fred Hammett. In his 
death, April 17, 23 FS, we see an outstanding ex¬ 
ample of Fortean immortality. 

YS submits that the durability of the human soul 
depends upon itself, that it may or may not be im¬ 
mortal. Some are, some are not. 

The soul of anything is its irreducible essence. The 
spirit of any living thing is that kernel of it which 
makes it striedy itself, the unique, idiosyncratic part 
or whole which establishes identity, good or bad, 
lovable or hateful, memorable or not. This—I think 


—is at the base of our Religion of Self Respect. I do 
not beat it out thin (»r spin it out tine. Each may do 
that for himself. 

Fred Hammetts irreducible essence was a lively, 
virile thing chat will outlive the mere memory of 
man, because he has made an indelible record of his 
self, his thinking, his attitudes, his philosophy, his 
Fortcanism. 

Below is the outline of his career, based ujxm his 
biography in Who's Who. amplified by Mrs. Ham¬ 
mett, who has accepted Honorary Life Membership 
in the Fortean Society. 

After the oudine YS apjiends some contributions to 
the archives made by Fred through the years. He 
joined the Society as a corresponding member in the 
year 8. In the year 16, upon the death of Booth 
Tarkington, he accepted the post of Honorary 
Founder. He is followed in that place by Anton 
Julius Carlson. 

Frederick Simonds Hammett, biologist, born Cticl- 
sca. Mass., Nov. 18, 1885. A.B., Tufts, 1908: M.S., 
R. I. State College of Agr. and Mechanic Arts, 1911; 
A.M., Harvard. 1914, Ph.D., 1915: m. 3d Dorothy

Expt. Sta., 1909-1912: reaching fellow in biochem¬ 
istry, Harvard Med. Sch., 1913-15, asst, in compara¬ 
tive anatomy, 1914-1915: prof, biochemistry and 
physiology*, U of Southern Calif., 1915-17: instr. his¬ 
tology, Harvard Med. Sch., 1917-18: fellow in bio¬ 
chemistry, Wistar Inst.

1927-1947. dir. and trustee Marine 
Field Sta. of Name, N. Truro, Mass.: lecturer in zool¬ 
ogy, U of Pa.

Data, mostly from the magazine. Science, came in 
a steady flow, with crypdc cridcal comment in Ham¬ 
mett’s hand in the margins. He was especially amused 
by Science’s new “atomic” and “radiocarbomc” clocks 
and measurements of age. 

In September, 21 FS, he wrote: 

“Van Bush said on March of Time via John Daly 
(recently) that Hider cornered all the heavy water 
(Deuferim oxide). 

“A falsie for we had 10 men here from Norway to 
see what it did to growth in 1939. 

“We—meaning Harry Barbour (Yale Arct) and 
me. 

“Van Bush: Compton: A. N. Richards said my 
plan (in 1944) to isolate, identify, invesdgate the 
cancer producing milk factor (transmissable agent of 
Bittner) was impraedeal. Thus possible help delayed 
for years. Since such study requires a team of inte¬ 
grated workers, ain’t science (sdendsts) wonderful. 
No integrated work on this lead being done yet, 
15 years after discovery.'* 

Cancer was the cause of Hammett’s death. 

For the delectation of his shade, this datum, from 
Mitchell: The Washington Academy of Sciences 
picked (3-14-53) Dr. Harold Lyons to receive its 
annual award. Dr. Lyons has “rigged a clock mecha¬ 
nism geared to the vibradon of atoms, which never 
vary . . . accurate to within one part in 10,000,000,- 
000.’* 

FORTEANA ca 1500 BC 

Proudly we present the first Egyptian hieroglyph 
as translated (transcribed) by Boris de Rachewiltz, 
as promised. Boris writes: 

“I send you some of the promised Fortran hyero- 
gliphs, which I hope will interest you. Others of the 
same kind will soon follow. 

“The transcription I send is from an original 
papyrus of the New Kingdom that I found among 
other papers and documents of the late Prof. Alberto 
Tulli, former Director of the Egyptian Vatican Mu¬ 
seum. He brought those documents from Egypt, but 
his death left them untranslated and unpublished. 
It is due to the courtesy of his brother, Mens. Gus¬ 
tavo, of the Vatican Archive that I had the oppor¬ 
tunity to translate them. 


“The present transcrip non is a part of the Royal 
Annals of the times of Thuthmosis III (1504-1450 
circa b.c.) and the original is in very bad condition. 
The beginning and the end are missing, its writing 
(in hieratic) is pale and with several lacunae that I 
have reproduced in my Hyerogliphic transcription 
with progressive numbers. A litde comment will 
follow my translation. Of the whole papyrus (cm. 20 
x 18) I have chosen the best preserved and perhaps 
the most interesting part. But it is up to you to 
judge it. And now, the 

TRANSLATION 

“In the year 22, third month of winter, sixth hour 
of the day (. . . 2 . . .) The scribas of the House of 
Life found it was a circle of fire that was coming in 
the sky. (Though) it had no head, the breath of its 
mouth (had) a foul odour. Its body 1 “rod” long 
and 1 “rod” large. It had no voice. Their hearts 
become confused through it: then they laid them¬ 
selves on their bellies (. . . 3 . . .) They went to 
the King . . ?) to report it. His Majesty ordered 
(. . . 4 . . .) has been examined (. . . 5 . . .) as to 
all which is written in the papyrus-rolls of the 
House of Life His Majesty was meditating upon what 
happened. Now, after some days had passed over 
those things, Lo! they were more numerous than 
anything. They were shining in the sky more than 
the sun to the limits of the four supports of heaven. 
(. . . 6 . . .) Powerful was the position of the fire 
circles. The army of the king looked on and His 
Majesty was in the midst of it. It was after supper. 
Thereupon they (i.e. the fire circles) went up higher 
directed to South. Fishes and volatiles fell down 
from the sky. (It was) a marvel never occurred since 
the foundation of this Land I Caused His Majesty to 
be brought incense to pacify the hearth (. . . 9 . . . 
To write?) what happened in the book of the 
House of Life (. . . 10 . . . to be remembered?) 
for the Eternity. 


“As you can see from it, flying saucers made their 
first (?) appearance, in the 22nd year of the Reign 
of Thuthmosis III, i.e. about 3,500 years ago. The 
first lacuna of the papyrus is the end of another 
marvel. I think that this papyrus was part of a book 
preserved in that mysterious institution called House 
of Life (of which Sir Alan Gardiner has written) 
that I am actually deeply investigating. In it magic 
rites were performed and a special group of scribas 
was trained. And are some of those scribas to notice 
the first appearance of the fire circle in the sky. 
Two things have to be noticed: it left after it a 
foul odour and it was not making any noise. Its 
measures were of 1 rod i.e. zoo cubits. As a cubit 
corresponds to about 20.6 inches we might judge that 
the fire circle was large and long, about 50 meters. 
During their second appearance they were very nu¬ 
merous and shining, and fishes and volatiles fell 
down from the sky? And their movement through 
the sky, from North to South, was regular, and more 
than that powerful I Therefore the King thought that 
the best thing to do was to pacify the hearth of 
Ammon Ra, Lord of the Thrones of the Two Land 
(i.e. Egypt). 

“The numbered lacunae are of course much longer 
in the original.** 
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OUR 99 PER CENTER 

For some years the name of J. T. Boulton reposed 
in unassuming quietude upon the Fortean rolls—a 
sleeper!—a ’possum!—a Tannhauser in Chips’ cloth* 
ing! He fought no duels, he swam no Channels, he 
sent us no larvae picked up on a windless day, but— 
as suddenly as the Ides hit March—he burst his 
chrysalis and now stands at the head of the class, 
and the phrase is used advisedly. J. T. Boulton is 
Head Master of the Creighton School, Carlisle, Eng¬ 
land. 

The first intimation we had of our member’s 
double life came from Russell who culled a page of 
what he called “Boultooisms” from letters. Here they 
are, and you may well imagine our amazement. 

Genius: the highest human approach to common- 
sense. 

Duty: action not creditable in the commission but 
discreditable in the omission. 

How can one have the right to speak unless one 
is or has been mad? Unless there is a right to 
speak falsely, there is no right to speak. If there is 
a duty to speak truly, it is a duty to be dumb. To 
write these things I cannot but be naive, cannot but 
be sophisticated—yet true naivete and true sophisti¬ 
cation are one. This is no more than to say that Truth 
is One and contains All. Nevertheless, naivete and 
sophistication remain different. For the matter of 
that, neither of them exist—that’s why there are 
names for them. Anything which has a name does 
not exist. That is why men had to give a name to it: 
to give it an existence for relative use. 

From the vantage-point of love one best sees Hell. 
From the vantage-point of love one best bean Hell. 
From the vantage-point of Hell one best sees Love— 
but cannot bear it. The peculiar and disdnedve 


feature of the denizens of Hell is their alternate rapt 
attendon and rapt inattendon to all heavenly matters: 
of the denizens of Heaven, their capacity tor seeing 
Hell, and bearing it, and loving it. 

Either there is Truth and there you are, or there 
is no Truth. But if the second conclusion stands it 
must itself be an impregnable Truth. So that whether 
there is Truth or whether there is not Truth, there 
is sail Truth. 

If spiritual problems ever are solved it is by the 
realizanon that they do not exist. 

To that, the writer added the explosive observadon 
that, “I am one of the few Headmasters, I should 
imagine, who have read extracts from Fort at Morn¬ 
ing Service!” 

YS has not been the same man since. 

A litde later, MFS Boulton sent us a printed pro¬ 
gram of the doings of the “Creighton School Prefects’ 
Club” on which appeared the announcement that 
he would address that pordon of his faculty who 
were members of the Club—on the subject of Charles 
Fort. That was last December. Since then Brother 
Boulton set himself to import a dozen copies of 
THE BOOICS into Carlisle, and YS inquired if the 
purpose was to incorporate Forteanism into the cur¬ 
riculum, to which the Head Master replied, ”1 have 
no scheme for working Fort into the school curricu¬ 
lum. The idea is to have copies for (i) School Li¬ 
brary, (ii) distribution to members of top form for 
reading during their last year ... I rather feel that 
Fort would not insist on anything further, and might 
even agree that once he was imprisoned in a cur¬ 
ricula, that would be the beginning of the endl** 

Since that is exaedy what Fort would have said, 
the pro-Boulton data keep piling up. 
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Boulez recommending good books, the Head Mas¬ 
ter contributes Fortcan articles to the Carlisle Journal 
and other jrapers, sQrnng up lively corres|xjndence 
and controversy upon Fortean topics, and in every 
other way comjjorts himself in a 99 |>cr cent Fortean 
manner, a magnificent example to us all. 

His most-to-bc-copietl practice—which YS recom¬ 
mends with all his heart—is the finding of data in 
bonks instead of daily papers. 

With the following choice selections this introduc¬ 
tion to Head Master Boulton closes, but you will hear 
more of him, much more. 

The anomaly of a Fortean viewpoint in the work 
of Chesterton is exemplified by this quote from 
The Everlasting Man: 

“Professors and Prehistoric Men ... He produces 
his little bone, or little collection of bones, and de¬ 
duces the most marvellous things from it. He found 
in Java a part of a skull, seeming by its contour to 
be smaller than the human. Somewhere near it he 
found an upright thigh-bone, and in the same scat¬ 
tered fashion some teeth that were not human. If they 
all form part of one creature, which is doubtful, our 
conception of the creature would be almost equally 
doubtful. But the effect on popular science was to 
produce a complete and even complex figure, fin¬ 
ished down to the last detail of hair and habits. 
He was given a name as if he were an ordinary 
historical character. People talked of Pithecanthropus 
as of Pitt or Fox or Napoleon. Popular histories 
published portraits of him like the portraits of 
Charles the First and George the Fourth. A detailed 
drawing was reproduced, carefully shaded to show 
that the very hairs of his head were all numbered. 
No un-informed person looking at its carefully lined 
face and wistful eyes would imagine for a moment 
that this was the portrait of a thigh-bone; or of a 
few teeth and a fragment of a cranium.’* 

From Commander Campbell's Scrapbook,, a vol¬ 
ume about a thousand things. The book has occa¬ 
sional mild affinities with Lieut.-Commander R. T. 
Gould’s books. Campbell (who is mendoned once in 
“Doubt”) was a Brains-Truster along with Gould. 


“During my tive years as a member of the B.B.C. 
Brains Trust I met nearly every British Scientist 
of repute. And I came to the conclusion that old 
Omar Khayyam, the poet, knew what he was talking 
about, for while I heard ‘great argument' I nearly 
always ‘came out by the same door wherein I went'. 
The predominant impression was that these men of 
learning seemed to rely on what someone else had 
said. Sir James Jeans said this: Dr. Bragg said that: 
Sir Arthur Keith or Sir Arthur Eddington empha¬ 
sized something or other. It would apjKrar that in 
their minds there was no room for freedom of 
thought. For my own part I was glad not to -be 
hampered with all this knowledge, for at any rate 
I did think things out for myself, and my views 
were not coloured by statements made by great men. 

“The reason I put forward this criticism is that 
science makes a complete volte face every few years! 
It amounts to this, that there is dogma in science 
just as, unfortunately, there is in religion. If you are 
a scholar you will get the current doga thrust ujion 
you, but if you are what I might call a freelance, 
you will be entitled to think out your own scheme of 
things. This may take you a long way and give you 
deep satisfaction, even though the professional scien¬ 
tists may label you an ignoramus. It’s very jxsssible 
that was the designation I got in those conclaves!” 

Someone, I feel sure, must have already pointed 
out to Forteans the following lovely passage from 
Ambrose Bierces story The Baby Tramp’ Can Such 
Things Be? (It is very pleasant to think of this 
‘rapjiort’ between Bierce and Fort!):—“ . . . even 
in Blackburg, where things certainly did occur that 
were a good deal out of the common. For example, 
ten or twelve years before, a shower of small frogs 
had fallen, as is credibly attested by a contempora¬ 
neous chronicle, the record concluding with a some¬ 
what obscure statement to the effect that the chronicler 
considered it good growing-weather for Frenchmen. 

“Some years later Blackburg had a fall of crimson 
snow: it is cold in Blackburg when winter is on, 
and the snows are frequent and deep. There can be 
no doubt of it — the snow in this instance was 
of the colour of blood and melted into water of the 
same hue, if water it was, not blood. The phenomena 
had attracted wide attention, and science had as 
many explanations as there were scientists who knew 
nothing about it. But the men of Blackburg — men 
who for many years had lived right there where the 
red snow fell, and might be supposed to know a 
good deal about the matter — shook their heads 
and said something would come of it. 

“And something did, for the next summer ...” 
etc. 

OUR NEW HON. FOUNDER 

The Founders of the Fortean Society numbered 
eleven, on that fateful January 26, 1931, which 
marked the beginning of the Fortean Era, and the 
practice has been to keep that number always the 
same by electing an Honorary Founder to the place 
vacated by one of the original Founders, or by one 
of their successors, as occasion arose. 

Four of the original eleven have died in the past 
twenty-two years, and two of the Honorary Founders 
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also. Whenever the sad necessity occurs to re¬ 
place one of our confirmed rebellious spirits we 
study the rolls ot* the members and the Accepted 
Fellows with all the diligence and conscience we can 
bring to the task, seeking to strengthen the Fortean 
position, at the least, by replacing the qualities we 
have lost and, if |)ossible, enhancing them. 

It is not always i>ossible or even desirable to re¬ 
place a writer with a writer, or a sailor with a sailor: 
the woods is as full of writers as the sea is full of 
scrims, anyway: but when we lust Frederick S. 
Hammett, the living bridge between Forteanism and 
capital “S” Science, our foot-in-the-door of Ortho¬ 
doxy, it certainly was behoofal upon us to rind a 
proper man of science to rill his place if we could. 

You will agree, one feels sure, that the aptness of 
our selection could not be neater, and that the Society 
is to be congratulated upon the new Founder’s 
acceptance. The new HFFS is Anton Julius Carlson, 
to whom no further scientific or academical honors, 
beyond those he has already received, could possibly 
befall. Now that he has the blessing of the Damned 
as well, he is indeed a complete man.

In Tacoma, Wash., 2-8-52 old style, the civilian 
defense goons were trying to lure locals into the 
service by offering to give them uniforms.

In New York City’s air-raid drill of 12-13-52, a 
man was shot by a policeman for refusing to take 
shelter.

Writes Bergmann: “He uses the term 
common loosely, because this type of gnat, as far as 
is known, has never turned up to torment anyone 
before in the world.” 

Neu/sday is a pretty good paper, apparendy. Its 
district office in Lynbrook was set afire 2-2-53 old 
sale, and a reward of $1,000. is posted for in¬ 
formation leading to arrest and conviction. 

Newsweek, 6-1-53 old style, notices that Dr. 
Wallace E. Howell, who was paid $100 a day by 
the O’Dwyer administration for trying to make rain 
is now working for amusement park owners, trying 
to stop rain. 

In this connection, MFS Elsender sends a datum 
from the Newcastle Evening Chronicle, 10-27-52^ 
old style. Gordon Clauser, a US airman, flew off 
Florida to “seed** clouds in an approaching hurri¬ 
cane, hoping to stop it. Neither he nor his place 
has been found. 

The INS sent this to Hearst papers, 2-21-53 old 
style: “The scientist who built the . . . tint . . . 
cydatron disclosed today that United States nuclear 
scientists have produced animals which he said are 
‘new and different* from any known to man. 

“Dr. Alexander Ruthven, former president of the 


U of Michigan, declined to elaborate about the 
strange new animals he mentioned, clamping a 
security lid over that phase of a tom research.” Which 
is the easiest out available, these days, eh? 

On the other hand, MFS Bonavia sends a datum: 
Claude E. Shannon of the Bell Telephone Lab told 
folk at Case Inst, of Tech., 4-10-53 old style, that 
“One of our leading mathematicians. Von Neumann, 
has set up an abstract model of a certain machine 
. . . (which) will collect parts from its environment 
and assemble them to produce a second machine of 
the same type, which then starts collecting parts to 
start a third machine, and so on ad infinitum.” 

Many members sent in the 12th moon of Jupiter, 
which — like 3 others — revolves the “wrong” 
way. MFS Faulkner wrote to the Times about it. 
They printed her letter with pointed excisions. 

.Also from numerous alert came notes upon the 
Abominable Snowman, in connection with the sev¬ 
eral assaults upon Mt. Everest. Col. John Hunt, 
leader of the British expedition, which has since 
reported success, is quoted as “believing” that the 
critter is “some undiscovered creature half-way 
between ape and man.” 

FORTEAN JACK-POT 

Merely enumerating the Society’s world-wide 
strides in the past few months must hearten every 
sincere Fortean. 

In Delphi, Greece, MFS Caresse Crosby puts her 
foot down, and raises a symbol we can admire. 

In the academic halls of an English public school, 
the Head Master, MFS Boulton, makes THE BOOKS 
available in quantity to his upper classmen, and 
himself addresses the faculty club of the institution 
on the subject of Charles Fort. 

Here at home — into a breach we might well 
have despaired of tilling — steps “Ajax” Carlson, 
dean of American scientists, winner of more kudos 
from his orthodox colleagues than any other living 
man, and now. Honorary Founder of the Fortean 
Society. 

From South Africa comes the acceptance of Fellow¬ 
ship with us from Justice Leo Greenberg of the 
Appeal Court, Blocnfontein, Named Fellow for re¬ 
jecting, as evidence, testimony taken from witnesses 
under the influence of so-called “truth” drugs. 

These triumphs for the Fortean philosophy, and 
the several others noticed elsewhere in this issue 
of DOUBT, add up to a pretty total of progress, but 
now our cup runneth over. Here is a fall of manna 
that will make you turn handsprings. 

It is a book — easily the most important book 
published since the Fort omnibus,- transcending 
Korzybtki and all the rest in itx potentialities and 
implications — a MUST book for every Fortean. 
It is PRESCRIPTION FOR REBELLION, by Robert 
IJn/Irrer . Th e author docs not mention Fort or the 
Society, but lie Has put the very essence and epitome 
of Foftraniim on paper, in a dear, sucrinct and im¬ 
perative warning to the world that this is the way of 
life, the meaning of man, the purpose of existence 
and the only hope for avilization. 

Dr. Lindner is a psychologist, psychiatrist and 
psychoanalyst. His career has taken him from train¬ 
ing under Theodor Reik to the New Jersey Depart¬ 
ment of Institutions, to Post-Graduate School of 
Medicine U of Pennsylvania, to the post of Chief of 
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the Psychiatric-Psychological division of the Federal 
Penitentiary, Lewisburg, jihI on and on. 

He has written two other hooks, but YS had not 
read them when MFS Wheeler said: “Hold onto 
your hat — anti get Vrrn ripnon for Rebellion.'' 
Thank YOU. brother Wheeler! 

Here are a few gleanings: 

“This volume is designet I t«i sound an alarm. It 
aspires to make a diagnosis «•< a sickness that debili¬ 
tates our civilization . . . the idea, in a sense 
characterizing the time, hangs like a pall over the 
entire world ... the i«k*a that the best way of 
life is the way of adjustment . . . Essentially, this 
concept enjoins men to conform, to adopt an atatude 
of passivity and a philosophy of resignation. It requires 
that each of us make such effort as he can to 
align his thinking, feeling, and acting with situations 
as they arc presented to him: that he recognize and 
submit to existing ‘realities' ordinarily described as 
inevitable: that he make fxracc with things as they 
arc: that he perform such actions and engage in 
such behavior as will result in the adaptation of his 
self to conditions: and, finally, that he abjure all 
protest not only as vanity hot also as harmful.” 

That is the disease Dr. Lindner sets out to cure, 
anil if that isn't precisely what we've been up to 
for the past 22 years, if Horteanism isn't the s|>e- 
citic indicated, then YS dixMi’t know his elbow 
from second-base. But the Ix-juty of this book is 
that it will reach the pundits we never could get to. 
it may save a lot of us from pre-frontal lobotomv. 
It's going to shake the lodges on their benches and 
bring new hojie to thousands of human grubs and 
slugs. 

No fooling, here's the physic that will make the 
Declaration of Indc|Kndence work. 

Buy it! Buy two — send them out for Christmas 
cards.

W. H. Skinner, lecturer in nuclear physics at Liver- 
jxxil U, “on the subjeer of jtom bombs, past and 
present, bigger and better ones in future, estimated 
areas of destruction, various )>ossible ways of in¬ 
creasing the number of casualties”. 

Chairman, at end of sinrcli, “Any questions?” 

Me. standing up, “How does the professor know 
hc‘s saner ’ 

Chairman, sitting down amt ostentatiously consult¬ 
ing watch, “This meeting is over.” 

Elderly spinster, buttonholing me at exit, "I 
wouldn’t lie surprised if you're a communist." 

Me, sweetly, “I wouldn’t he surprised if you’re a 
virgin.” 

Russell’s second-best is a letter he wrote to Named 
Fellow Clarence H. Willcok. mentioned elsewhere in 
this issue. When we in N.Y.C. informed Willcok of 
his designation, he wrote to Russell to learn more 
about us, and this was Eric’s reply to him: 

“You take me by surprise, like a cameraman re¬ 
cording September Morn. I have had no part of 
what Thayer has done to you — or proposes to do.

“Three hundred German firms arc carrying out the 
development contracts. US GIs arc sending a mil¬ 
lion dollars a month in the town anil the shops are 
taking in twice as much money as ever before. 
Twenty-five new stores have o|>cncd anil three night 
clubs have been started. One in every 20 inhabi¬ 
tants now drives his own car.” Peace News.

GERMAN AIR-CREWS TO TRAIN HERE 

From the Daily Express. 12-24-52. The Japanese 
Foreign Ministry announced that the USA was 
“lending” Japan the nucleus of a navy, 18 frigates 
anil 50 large landing shqw. YS docs not know if that 
was printed in USA papers. If it was, no local 
member sent it in. 

The Echo, geniiuver: 

The Federal Investigator for the (General Account¬ 
ing Office, Washington, D.C. told a House committee 
that US Army officers’ homes in Germany were 
equip|>cd with seven tv|>cs of glasses — for beer, 
champagne, cocktails, liquors, and three sorts of wine. 
Also each home hail (or was listed as having) 
three ham-sliccrs. No matter how thin — etc! 

The Little Theatre, (Tolumbus, Ohio, has abolished 
admission charges. Patrons pay “whatever you think 
the show wa.s worth”. 

Three years ago a Manchester woman was told 
to go to a hospital for an operation “as quickly as 
possible”. March 24, 1953 °ld style, she was in¬ 
formed by ’the hospital that her bed was ready. 

A “baby” powder made in Bordeaux, France, is 
blamed for making 752 children very ill and killing 
152, perhaps 50 more. It contained arsenic. The 
maker was to go on trial for manslaughter, as of 
2-12-53. 

A tenor singing Rigoletto at Covcnt Garden swal¬ 
lowed his false moustache, but finished the per¬ 
formance. Echo 1 -1-53. 

Thomas Mann, quoted from Vienna, stated that 
“American democracy is restricting personal freedom 
and freedom of speech ... He confirmed reports 
that he probably would stay for the rest of his life 
in Europe." 

That bubble business reported in DOUBT #39, 
p. 185, SUDS IN SUSSEX, has now expanded to 
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six English rivers. Most of it is attributed to the 
use of synthetic detergents, but one paper mill is 
still on the pan. We’ll watch it, aided by Simpton, 
Gee, Elsender, Evans and other Forteans the sun 
never sets upon. 

WE MOURN 

Although overshadowed by the death of our Hon¬ 
orary Founder, the losses to Fortcanism in the past 
tew months have been especially severe. 

Named Fellow Clarence Harry Willcock, named in 
the year 21 FS, for refusing to carry an “identity 
card’*, was informed of his designation. He replied, 
to Eric Russell, asking to see THE BOOKS. A copy 
was sent to him, but before he could acknowledge 
receipt, perhaps before it was delivered, the fighting 
Yorkshircman had dropped dead at a political debate, 
Dec. ia, old style. 

Since his acceptance of the Fortean honor cannot 
be assumed, Clarence H. Willcock will remain Named 
Fellow, 21 FS. 

In Gainesville, Florida, last summer, while YS 
was on his mission to the Christians of Ireland and 
Rome, Life Member Guy F. Rogers died. His life-long 
rebellion entered every phase of existence and his 
indefatigable pamphleteering and correspondence must 
forever remain an inspiration to men who would be¬ 
come individuals in spite of all the forces ranked 
against us. His work will be carried on by his 
widow, Nell Rogers, no less tireless than he. Read 
their book —The Medical Mischief You Say I — from 
the Society, Si.oo 

In Germany, ac Obcrkirch (Baden), Dr. Ernst 
Philipp Barthel died, February, 23 FS. The obstacle 
of languages prevented the Society as a whole from 
properly appreciating the independent thought which 
has marked Barthel’s work, but we shall continue to 
publish pertinent high spots from it, from time to 
time as they are appropos. We have now in hand 
short papers from him on —New Astronomy, critical 
of DOUBT #26, Velocity of Light—a Superstitution, 
Three Geometrical Foundations of Astronomy, The 
Three Rotations of the Earth —with reference to the 
Drayson problem. Right and Wrong in Koresh-Neu- 
pert’s "Geokosmof *. 

Frau Hede Barthel, the widow of the philosopher 
and physicist, has accepted Honorary Life Member¬ 
ship with us. 

Non-member correspondents of marked Fortean 
tendencies—good rebels all—whose work will con¬ 
tinue the battle for them now that they are gone— 

C. G. Patterson, editor and publisher of Free Mind , 
a rationalist publication. 

Benedetto Croce, whose books were banned by the 
Holy Office of the Roman Catholic Church, 1932 
old style. 

Theodore Schrocder, the attorney-philosopher of 

Cyril Edwin Mitchinson Joad, head of the Philoso¬ 
phy Department, University of London, best known 
for his newspaper columns and his work on the 
BBC as a Brains Truster.

We have not read the text of the McCarran 
Immigration Act, but suggest that Forteans who are 
learned in the law take a good look at it.

In Melbourne, Australia, a child entered a i>octry 
contest for juveniles, submitdng a verse by Tennyson 
as original work. It took second prize. Pittsburgh 
Press 4-25-52 old style. 

Speaking to the sophomore class at Fordham, a 
Roman Catholic college, James A. (remember him?) 
Farley said, “Polidcs is sdll the noblest of careers. 
It is no place for the timid man, and no place for 
the corrupr and dishonest." Pittsburgh Post-Gazette, 
4-22-53 old style. 

FALLS 

Some few of the following may have been noticed 
in DOUBT before. Forgive repeddons, please. 

“Small black waterbugs" — no comment on 
weather at the dme — fell in Moultrie, Ga., Sept. 
20, 1952 old style. Cr Barneson. 

All the rest are ICE. 

AP reported from London, rr-28-50, that many 
parts of Southern England were being “bombarded" 
with ice, see DOUBT #32. “Saucers" mendoned. 

A piece hit a lady who got off a tram in Tooting, 
12-29-50. “This is the fourth dme recendy that ice 
has fallen in the borough." 

Chunk six inches square through a garage roof in 
Wandsworth, England, the Friday before 12-1-50. 

A “large block" — into Bridge-street. Pinner, 
England, 3*24*51. “No planes had flown over the 
district." 
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Date indecipherable, but, in 22 FS, “Four pieces” 
crashed through a factory roof at Slough, Bucks. 

A chunk 13 inches long, 6 inches wide, followed 
by smaller parades, narrowly missed a lady and her 
child. Whittier, Calif., 1-15-53. 

An “egg-shaped hunk weighing approximately 50 
pounds” fell at about 10:20 a.m., 2-18-53, Freeport, 
L.l. Smashed a man’s rose trellis. Although he had 
heard a plane ‘‘an instant before”, Air Force officers 
said an ice lump that size could not have formed 
on a plane. 

In April, the Thurs before the 25th, old style, a 
bov ae 5 ate two or three hailstones the size of golf- 
balls, in San Antonio, Texas. He died in convulsions. 
A married woman bit into one and vomited. Samples 
were sent to the State lab in Austin. “There was 
widespread speculation that . . . (they) were im¬ 
pregnated with atomic gas or dust from explosion 
tests in the desert near Las Vegas, Nevada.” Dallas 
News. credit Bennett. 

Later, an autopsy upon the boy “mystified” the 
medicos examining. They sent the stomach contents 
to Austin. 

A San Antonio meteorologist “who refused to 
idenkfy himself” said that there was “nothing to this 
business of bitter hailstones”. 

Ward W. Kelley, called a geophysicist (for 20 
years j. tested hailstones from the same storm by 
wrapping them in photographic film, “no radio¬ 
activity,” said he. 

Ausdn lab said that a “routine poison analysis” 
would be made on the samples sent them. You 
wouldn’t expect a Texan chemist-cop to defy the 
Atomic Energy Commission would you? 

One Clifford J. Soderstrom, Wilmette, Ill., read 
about the case and sent “some lavender specks” to 
Texas. The specks were said to have fallen at Wil¬ 
mette. in hail, in an “unusual' storm” about April 
18. The San Antonio police laboratory planned a 
‘cursory’ check of the specks.” The quotes on 
“cursory” are in the UP story as printed in the 
Amarillo Daily News, 4-29-53. 

We have no more data about the litde boy in 
San Antonio. Texas is so big, and the child was so 
Mexican. 

4-29-53, YS observed the air in the vicinity of 
Third Avenue, between 42nd Street and 54th, to 
contain many floating strands of what appeared to be 
grass ash. This was about 6:00 p.m., sky clear, no 
great wind velocity. The fall had been going on 
some rime because the sidewalks were fairly covered 
with the stuff. Not solidly covered, but one crushed 
a bit of it at each ordinary stride. It was so light 
and fragile that capturing a sample was difficult. A 
bit of it remains (pulverized). Does any Fortean 
chemist think he can tell what it was? 

May 15, a man in Ightham, Kent, England, heard 
a. sizz at dusk, and found a 20 oz lump of ice on 
the ground. A plane had been overheard just before, 
and the ice was pale brown, sdll the geef tasted it! 
“Like weak coffee,” he said. Cr non-member Graham. 

Then came the avalanche — and as we go to press 
the data is still coming in. 

“About 50 huge blocks of ice fell” on cars and 
car-lots in Long Beach, Calif., the afternoon of June 
4. Some were 3 to 4 feet long and damaged autos 


badly. The fall continued for two minutes. As one 
observer observed, if so much ice fell from a plane it 
would be strewn over a broad area, unless the plane 
was a helicopter working for Knickerbocker. 

Chunks weighing 25 pounds were picked up, but 
the larger pieces which shattered were estimated to 
have weighed 300 pounds or more. 

Vai*>r trails, as from jets, were seen, reported by 
MFS Brown. 

Ever sec a jet stand still in the air for 2 minutes? 

Ray Miller, writing on the ice-fall in the Long 
Beach Tribune, June 17, quoted Charles Fort at 
length. 

“Bluish-green phosphorescent snow that netded and 
stung the skin” fell near Dana, Calif., night of April 
8. Dana is near Mount Shasta, so the feature writers 
thought of the Little People rather than bomb-tests. 
Meteorologists said there may have been some con¬ 
nection but “Atomic Energy Commission spokesmen 
were inclined to shrug off the report.” 

“Puckered the mouth like alum,” said eyewitnesses. 
“Our skin erupted into litde blisters and bled when 
scratched.” 

Asked about that, in Washington, D.C., the AEC 
said, “There is no record of radioactive ‘fallout’ 
from an atomic cloud doing that.” 

Geiger counters on Long Island “clicked” plenty 
after rain April 7 and 8. Local “authorities" — as 
of April 21 were doing their best to prove that the 
“cloud” from the Nevada test of April 6 had come 
East (arriving over LX in a few hours) instead of 
snowing blue-green on Shasta. 

April 25, rain of mud over Long Island, left “fine 
red dust” on cars. Geiger tests counted “less radio¬ 
activity to it than was registered the day before.” 
Weather men said the dust was on cars in the first 
place. Pilots said they had flown through a “dust 
storm” over southern Michigan. “The two angles 
tied up, and the mysterious muddy rain was 
explained.” 

MFS Markham draws inferences from an inferior 
conjunction of Venus. 

May 1. Rain of “mud” or “sand” in lower Beaver 
Valley, Penna. Sun afterward, appeared “as white as 
5now” 

May 2, the Times : “reddish sandy dirt” fell in 
Times Square, in “just a trace of rain” (May 1). 
Incoming pilots reported the city “covered by a dull 
red haze” — up to 14,000 feet. The wind had been 
from the SW at a steady 30 to 40 MPH for several 
days, acto experts. The red dirt came from Texas, 
said Ernest J. Christie, US Weather Bureau, and 
Walter Boehner, forecaster. La Guardia Airport. 

May 5. Carnegie Tech analyzed mud which fell 
on Pittsburgh, found it only slighdy radioactive, but 
the residue from Erie was “decidedly” so.

MORE NOTES of 

CHARLES FORT 


The material on this page and those following 
comes from the MSS notes of Charles Fort. The notes 
begin with the year 1800 AD, and we are printing 
them chronologically, transcribed to the best of our 
ability. As you have observed from the several we 
have reproduced in facsimile— life size—the hand¬ 
writing is difficult, to say the least; many are written 
in symbols and code, a personal shorthand. Each 
date is on a separate scrap of paper. They fill 32 
boxes. The boxes are in two series, one numbered, 
one identified by letters of the alphabet. The num¬ 
bered boxes contain records of non-human phenom¬ 
ena, the others, records of persons. It is our device to 
alternate the two series so that the printed record 
is chronologically consecutive. 

The letters BA refer to Reports of the British As- 
sociadon for the Advancement of Science, which 
many US libraries have. The numerals, such as ’11 
or ’64 etc., in connecdon with BA sometimes refer 
to volume number, somedmes to year. In applying 
for this material at your public library, menrion that 
to the attendant and you should have no difficulty. 

Back numbers of DOUBT contain all the notes to 
the point where we begin below. Subsequent issues 
will condnue them until the 32 boxes are printed.
